Claims 1,4-9 and 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ueda et. al. US 2001/0020085A1. 

Ueda et. al. teaches (Note pages 1-20) an optical light emitting device/display 
including plural polymer layers which emit a plurality of different color wavelengths with 
the light emitting device/display being placed between at least first and second 
electrodes wherein the light emitting device./display includes polayer layers which are 
formed and/or removed using raw solvents and/or raw solutions which clearly, fully 
meets Applicant's claimed limitations. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), the Examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation
